THE PAPER BOAT VoYAGER.— 
While in Newbern this week we took 
occasion to interview the man of the 
paper boat, Mr. N. H. Bishop, whose 
perilous journey over the waters of 
the mighty deep in his paper canoe 
is exciting the curiosity and admira- 
tion of the world. 

The dimensions of the tiny craft, 
in which the bold voyager daily risks 
his life, and her outfit are: Length, 
14 feet; beam, 28 inches; depth, 8} 
inches; height of bow from a hori- 
zontal line at Keel, 23 inches ; height 
of bow froma borizontal line atstern, 
20 inches; weight 58 pounds; oars (7 
feet 8 inches,) 65 pounds; mast, sail, 
boom, &c., 6 pounds; paddie (double 
bladed) 24 pounds. Total, 73 pounds. 

Starting on July 4th of the present 
year, Mr. Bishop rowed by interior 
water courses from Quebec, Canada, 
to Morehead City, N.C., reaching 
the latter point on the evening of the 
27th instant, whence with his canoe 
he came to Newbern on the up train 
Monday morning. 

On ieaving Quebec Mr. Bishop 
passed up the St. Lawrence River to 
the beautiful Richelieu ; thence up 
that stream to Rouse’s Point, where 
lhe entered Lake Champlain and the 
United States. Up Lake Champlain 
one hundred and fifty miles to 
Whitehall, and thence through the 
canal fifty-one miles to Albany, end- 
ed the journey made in a wooden 
eanoe. In October he set out in one 
of kK. Waters & Son’s paper ‘‘ Baden 
Powell” canoes, on his journey 
Southward to Florida. 

Having passed through Kill Von 
Kull and between Staten Island and 
the main island, he ascended the 
Raritan to New Brunswick, N. J.. 
and followed the canal thirty-six 
miles to Bordentown, where it con- 
nects with the water of the Dela- 
ware. Continuing southward, down 
the Delaware River and Bay, he 
hauled his canoe from a point above 
Cape Henlopen to Love Creek, head 
of Rehoboth Sound. itowing across 
Rehoboth and Indian River Sounds, 
he ascended Wiite’s Creek and made 
asccoud portage three miles overland, 
into Little Assawoman Bay. Since 
that portage was made he has 
been over the bays and sounds and 
through the net work of salt marsh 
thorougliares, erossing the strong 
tidal currents of Chincoteague, Asso- 
Gargathy, Matomkin, Wat- 
choprague, Litthe Mochipongo and 
Great Mochipongo Inlets to Cobb’s 
Island, which is situated about eight 
miles from the main land. ‘Thence 
he hauled his canoe overland 5 miles 
to Cherrystone, on Chesapeake Bay, 
and from Cherrystone Landing to 
Norfolk. From Norfolk Mr. Bishop 
rowed down the canals to Currituck 
Sound, and on the 11. instant land- 
edat Naxv’s Head. Thence via Cur- 
rituck, Aibemarle, Pamlicoand Core 
Sounds he reached Morehead City. 
“ihe Uliima Thuleof this canoe voy- 
age is Key West, which Mr. Bishop 
will reach by rivers and sounds when 
practicable, and those failing, by 
trusting to tie open ocean till he 
reaches the St. John’s River, Florida, 
up the St. John’s to Salt Lake, two 
hundred and forty miles, where he 
wil! make a poriage of seven miles 
east, to Indian River. The waters 
of Indian River will be followed to 
Jupiter Inlet, where becoming land- 
locked, it will be necessary, for the 
second time, to trust to the surface of 
the ocean, until the Southern end of 
Florida is reached.

firmly established, not only finan- 
cially, but in the affections of the 
people.”

KING CAUCUS. 
Late Washington adviees inform 
us that the Republican majority in 
the Senate has de‘crmined to give 
distinct recognition to the 
government in Louisiana; and thus 
bolster the President in his wicked 
purpose to impose upon that op- 
pressed and unfortunate people, a 
government which they have twice, 
by decided majorities, repudiated 
and rejected. Fearing the result of 
independent action resort is to be 
had to the rule of the caucus, so 
that the Republican vote in the 
Senate may be solidified and the or- 
ganization of the party preserved. 
The means by which this result is 
to be obtained is by resolution fa- 
voring the admission of Prxcupacs, 
as Senator from the State of Louis- 
iana. Prixcupacs, it will be remem- 
bered was chosen by the legislature 
illegally established at the time that 
KeEtoce usurped the office of Gov- 
ernor, and his admission to a seat 
in the Senate will be a distinct and 
emphatic recognition of the claim 
of the Krtioce government to le- 
gality; and to a hke extent, of 
course, on endorsement of the 
policy, which the President has 
pursued in Louisiana affairs.— 
This action of the Republican Sen- 
ators is said to be based upon 
threats of desertion by some of the 
Southern carpet-bag Senators. The 
threats are puerile and the excuse 
a pretence. These “Southern” Sen- 
ators have not the remotest idea of 
seceding from the Republican or- 
ganization, since only there can 
they find a fit field for the exercise 
of their peculiar talents. There, 
and there only, is the opportunity 
offered them for the practice of 
those crimes by which offices are 
stolen, decency and morals insulted 
and violated, and incompetent and 
corrupt men elevated to positions, 
which require, in their incumbents, 
ability, culture and moral worth. 
What is to be the result of this 
movement remains to be seen. 


awkward dilemma if they consent 
togo intocaucus upon the matterand 
to obey its decrees. ‘T'wo years ago 
a committee of the Senate, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Morrox, was instructed 
to investigate affairs in Louisiana, 
and ascertain whether there was a 
legal government in that State. 
After thorough and laborious in- 
vestigation, a report was submitted 
by Mr. Carpenter, for the Commit- 
tee, in which it was declared that 
the election of 1872 was null and 
void, and that the KeLioce govern- 
ment had not a pretense, even, of 
legality. The report further rec- 
ommended that a new election be 
held, under the direction of certain 
officials of the general government. 
The report was opposed by certain 
Republican Senators and by the 
Democratic delegaiion, in the Sen- 
ate; the latter basing their opposi- 
tion upon the ground that it should 


= 


have gone further and recommend- 


ed the recognition and establish- 
ment of that government of winch 
McEwery was the head. The vote, 
upon the question, was had in Feb- 
ruary, 1873, and seventeen Repub- 
lican Senators went on record, com- 
mitted to the declaration that the 
government was a usurpa- 
tion and should be overthrown. 
We append the names of those so 
voting: 

Messrs. Anthony, Carpenter, Cor- 
hett, Cragin, Ferry,(Mich.), Freling- 


huysen, Gilbert, Hamlin, Howe, Lo- 
gan, Osborn, Ramsey, Sawyer, Sher-

The question is what are they 
going to do about it vow? They 
can not admit Pixcupacs, and 
thereby recognize Krtioce and his 
associates as the rightful rulers in 
Louisiana, without the grossest 
stultification of their former declar- 
ations and conduct. The necessi- 
ties of the party will not excuse 
them in a matter so vitally affecting 
the integnty of Republican institu- 
tions. If they shall do violence to 
their consciences and give their 
support now to this gross outrage. 
they will declare themselves desti- 
tute of honor and self-respect, the 
willing instruments in the accom- 
plishment of a wrong with whose 
enormity they have through ac- 
quaintance. 


AFFAIRS IN SPAIN- 

' The condition of affairs in Spain 
has become interesting. Recentlya 
strong feeling in favor of monarchy 
developed itself, and several of 
the prominent officers of the Re- 
publican army withdrew _ their 
allegiance and transferred their 
swords and service to the cause of 
Axronso, son of the deposed Queen 
Gen. Martinez Campos, a 
leader of experience and promi- 
nence pronounced in favor of Ar- 
ronso, and carried with him the 
men of his command. The tel- 
egraph further informs us that the 
young prince Atronso has entered 
Spain; organized a cabinet, com- 
posed of some of the ablest and 
most popular of Spanish statesmen; 
and that large numbers of the Carl- 
ist forces are leaving the colors of 
their old leader and flocking to the 
standard of the new King. 

The army and navy of the Re- 
public have, with great unanimity 
and patriotic fervor, declared for 
the King; Marshal Serrano, the 
head of the Republican govern- 
ment has given bis assent to the as- 
sumption of loyal powers and pre- 
rogatives by the son of the deposed 
Queen, and th. people of Spain have 
halied the return to monarchical 
government with enthusiasm. 


The fate of the Republic in Spain is - 


decided. The whole force of the 
government has heretofore been 
insufficient for the suppression of 
the Carlist outbreak, but with the 
large defection from his forces it 
would seem to be impossible for Don 
Carxos to protract the strnuggic in 
his own behalf, for any considcra- 
ble time, if he is desirous of doing 
so. His army is daily weakening 
by the desertion of those who still 
retain respect and love for royalty; 
and it will be an easy task to crush 
out the remnant, should he madly 
determine to prolong the struggle. 
The extent of the feeling in favor 
of the young prince may be meas- 
ured by the fact, reported by tele- 
graph, that Gen. Martinez has en- 
tered Valencia, at the head of the 
troops, who were sent to oppose 
him, when he declared for ALFonso. 
We shall watch the developments 
in Spanish affairs with interest. In 
the meantime, in view of these new 
and extraordinary complications, 
what is to become of Spanish rule in 
Cuba? The question of Cuban 
independence derives increased in- 
terest from ihe present condition of 
things in the Mother country.
